Twenty points were required for a Minor award and thirty points for a Major award. 

Activities awards were presented to students who had contributed considerable time and 
effort to school activities. 

The Award of Merit in Home Economics was presented to students with Honor Standing 
in three (including one senior) home economics course. 

The Wayne Sanborn Memorial Citizenship Award was presented to one student demonstrat- 
ing strong leadership qualities, who is courteous and co-operative, participating in athletics, 
activities, and curricular studies. 

Outstanding Boy and Girl Awards were presented to those students excelling in curricular 
studies, executive ability, leadership, and participation in activities and displaying good character 
throughout high school. 

During the ceremonies Mr. McLean, who is retiring this year, was made a life-time honorary 
member of the Students’ Union and presented with the traditional scarf and beanie. Also two new 
annual awards were presented on his behalf, the W.O. McLean Awards for athletic achievement.

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Valedictory 


We, the graduating class of 1970, represent the end products of what has been called the education assem- 
bly line. We have dutifully endured the years of pushing, prodding, and kneading which have attempted to mold 
us into that mystical creature, the ideal citizen. We have filled in the blanks, written the paragraphs, completed 
the problems, and raised our hands enough times to be judged educated. Now we are finally through. Many of 
us say this with a sigh of relief and more than a touch of bitterness. Others of us feel the regret which will even- 
tually grow into nostalgia as the seemingly endless years pass. The opinions are varied because we, the students, 
are varied. Despite “the best laid plans of mice and men,’’ we have somehow emerged with at least a few indivi- 
dual characteristics although we have been spoonfed the same material and have devoted many years to the pur- 
suit of the same goals. 

Yet, presumably, our common experiences have, in many ways, prepared us to promote or at least to 
accept a common type of society. In the classroom, we have been taught the rosy ideals of small ‘I’ liberalism, 
but we have also seen that freedom of speech is not always a right. It is often only a orivilege to be granted by 
those in authority, as shown by the censorship of our school newsparer. We have also seen that the privacy and 
rights of any individual can be easily violated when bureaucrats demand it. 

But, despite this rather bleak aspect of much of our schooling, we of this graduating class have also had 
the good fortune to encounter at least several fine people who have been our teachers at one time or another. 
These people have earned our respect and admiration, not because of the late slips they issued, the halls they 
patrolled, or the fear they instilled, but because of their skill as teachers and their understanding as human 
beings. They have known their subject and have managed to communicate it to us in such a way that it has 
been a pleasure to learn with them. They have often gone out of their way to help us in our activities or to 
look for outside sources when they were asked a question they honestly could not answer. The atmosphere of 
their classrooms has caused us to understand their subject as would not have otherwise been possible. It is to 
these teachers that we give our thanks. They have shown us what pleasure can come from learning — a lesson 
of far more future benefit than the now forgotten data of other classes. 

This is especially important because future benefit is something we of this class must now consider. For 
we realize that it is not the meek who shall inherit the earth — it is the young. Although much of our activity 
is now looked upon with dismay and misunderstanding, the future does belong to us. Eventually our morality 
shall be that of all society and our ideals shall be its ideals. If we can think of nothing more stimulating than a 
Saturday night beer bash, a cheap magazine, or evenings in front of the television set, then society shall cer- 
tainly follow that lead. If we continue to believe that this is the best of all possible worlds simply because per- 
sonal experience has not proven otherwise, then we will certainly continue to bury our heads in the sand. Natur- 
ally, having just completed a twelve year course of obedience training, we may find it difficult to promote many 
of the necessary changes opposed by those in authority. If this be so, then we might just as well give up right 
now. We must realize that the growth of science and technology has made it impossible to fall back on that which 
has supposedly proven successful in previous generations. In fact, to do so may prove disastrous. The world we 
shall spend much of our lives in will be beset, not only by today’s problems, but also by those of tomorrow — 
problems which mankind has never faced before. That is why many of us have been disillusioned by an educa- 
tion which has often neglected to deal with the present much less come to grips with this, our future; by an educa- 
tion whose basically totalitarian approach has done little to make students realize that an individual has certain 
rights which must never be violated.

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Class History 


In September of 1967, most of us entered Harry Ainlay Composite for the first time. The 
school was smaller then, and the classes that preceded us were quiet and subdued. Our duty lay 
clearly before us — we were faced with the task of making a history for Ainlay. Grade Ten was 
not a year of victories; it was a year of preparation. Secretly and diligently, Ainlayites prepared 
in anticipation of the following years. Then in Grade Eleven we descended on the unsuspecting 
population of Edmonton. 

Our Senior football team became the champions of the Southern Division, and across 
Alberta they suddered at the name of provincial wrestling champion Glen Coates. Loring Tu was 
fifth in Canada in the mathematics competition, and Cindy Sykes won the Edmonton Public 
Speaking Contest. 

In the spring of 1969, the athletes of Ainlay won the Edmonton city track meet. Doug 
Cameron won the provincial 880, and Gane Olsen holds the city record for the pole-vault. 
Linden Van Alstine leads the province in hurdles, and Wes Erickson in the pole-vault and long 
jump. 

The girls’ gymnastics team won the city championships, and the debating team won the 
Sir Winston Churchill Debates. Carol Reid represented Miss Teen-age Edmonton in the Miss 
Teenage Canada contest in Toronto. By the spring of 1970, our class had earned a reputation 
as one of the most vigorous in Alberta. 

While Ainlayites distinguished themselves in the outside world, changes were taking 
place in the school itself. In September of 1969, Allan Bell officially became President of the 
Students’ Council. The council immediately launched into a campaign against cystic fibrosis, 
and the mayor was kidnapped to indicate our serious intentions. A swimming pool petition was 
presented to City Hall by the students and the people of the district. 

One of the greatest disappointments to Ainlay was the lack of student participation in 
student affairs, in spite of the sincere efforts of a few individuals. However, if communication 
with the students was poor, the Students’ Council was successful in communication with the 
administration. 

Linda Wedman was chosen for her charm and attractiveness as the Queen of the Naiads. 
Her victory was due also to her natural ability on an obstacle course, and her opinions of 
boogey-men. 

During this past year, humanity lost a great man when Mr. Harry Ainlay died. He attended 
several of our graduations and awards nights, and he always maintained an active interest in 
the school which bears his name. His careers as teacher and mayor of Edmonton proved him to 
be a wise and kind human being. We have striven to make our school worthy of his name. 

It would be impossible for me to do justice to the achievements of my classmates. We 
have worked harder and done more than either our parents or our teachers suspect. Our only 
hope is that we can prove it on our finals.
